OHIO’S SENATORIAL CONTEST. 
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1 . 11. 
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Immediately after the Ohio primary election, comments 
t n results mainly concerned the wet and dry phases. 
It is 
improbable that this issue can he eliminated from the sena­ 
torial contest, hut there is no certainty that it will be domin­ 
ant as the contestants approach the November election. 
There are those who are disposed to consider former Sena­ 
tor Atlee Pomerene himself in his relation to the presidency 
as a principal issue. 
The beverag e question has a place because of the extreme 
dry position taken by Senator Willis, who now holds the 
Ohio seat as a republican. 
The former democratic senator 
has not been as wet as some of the men campaig ning on wet 
platforms, but it is anticipated that he will take a position 
throug hout the campaig n that will permit him to g ather 
about him such wet republicans as are wet before they are 
republicans and are opposed to \\ illis. 
Outside of that issue, Pomerene is looked upon as the dem ­ 
ocrat best qualified to compose the difference between the 
two wing s of the party which could not flap in unison in the 
New York convention in 1924. 
Democratic leaders having 
the greatest strength also have the g reatest personal w e ak ­ 
nesses, because they personify the differences between tin* 
party groups. 
Pomerene has a large deg ree of personal strength with­ 
out the elements of weakness. 
He holds the confidence ot 
the Washing ton element of the party. 
His g eog raphical lo­ 
cation is satisfactory. 
Ohio always is a satisfactory point 
from which to draw candidates. 
It is neither 
e as t nor west, 
neither surely republican nor surely democratic. 
In 1920 
both the republican and the democratic parties 
drew t heir |mi m..m «<• y««u 
candidate-* from the Buckeye state. 
In 19 28 the only possi­ 
bility of Ohio furnishing the republican candidate lies in the 
political fortunes of Speaker Nicholas Long worth, who will 
be in the field if there are other formidable opponents of 
President Coobdg e. 
Pomerene’s entry depends largely upon the outcome of his 
contest for the senatorial seat of Willis. 
He will not go to 
the senate as a new man. 
He will he able to g ather about 
him old associates from the ,south. 
He will take his seat in 
time to be in a strategic and popular position in advance of 
the democratic convention of 1928. 
In being press-ag ented as a wet, Pomerene will have two 
disadvantag es to be set against the one advantag e of such 
a candidacv in a state with several large cities. 
One is the 
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democrat is likely to be drier than he is democratic. 
I Id 
other disadvantag e is in th« * record that while Veferendums 
may g o wet, the offices have a habit of g oing to the dry s. 
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he is not wet enoug h to hurt, while at the same tune tie can 
draw wet republicans away from VYillis, he may cause his 
possibility as a presidential nominee to be the overbalancing 
weig ht in the scale.
